"Then  there's  the  Rec.  Room.  Who  could  ever 
forget  that  place?  The  home  of  bridge.  TV, 
parties;  or  the  smoker,  home  of  the  cigarette 
and  relaxation  where  ever\li(]dv.  everything,  and 
boys  were  discussed. 

"The  chapel  where  pla\s.  assend)lies  were  held; 
but  most  important  of  all.  our  chapel  program, 
our  worship,  our  vespers — religion,  the  artery 
of  Peace,  was  here. 

"It  is  also  the  place  for  class  da\  and  gradua- 
tion when  old  seniors  with  their  little  red  roses 
march  out  to  face  the  world  with  the  tradition  of 
Peace  in  their  hearts.
